We have been giving some preliminary thought to the formal steps which have to be taken in 
the field of external affairs atthe time of independence 


Unless the current tread of thought in the United Kingdom favours an external affairs agreement 
‘on the lines of that entered into with Ceylon 1 doube whether, én the absence of 
the United Kingdom, Ministers bere will wish fo propose noch afl agreement 


Nevertheless the United Kingdon Ceylon agroement provides a conven 
i be bome in mind and 1 propose in ibis letter to disci in turn the applicability of its various 
provisions to the positon of the Gold Coast 


As regards the fist paragraph of the preamble to that agreement, it might be felt preferable here 
for statement to be made in black and white somewhere that Ghana, after the date of independence, 
will be in no way sobordinite in any aspect of external affairs. You may consider that legislation 
‘ranting independence might provide a convenient opportunity to insert a declaration of this kind. 


The first two paragraphs of the Ceylon agreetsent amount to a declaration that Ceylon is 
recognized a8 a member of the Club and that on joining the Club the new member agrees to abide by 
the Club's rules. What will be the appropriate ‘moans of recogniring Ghana's membership antl 
obligations as a member? Is it expected that, for exatiple, despatches on the subject would. bo 
formally exchanged? If no such exchange of despatches were to occur, is it Mkely that oth 
members of the Commonwealth would expect the Gold Coast to take an ansiounceent Of Its 
membership of the Commonwealth together with a declaration along the linex of paragraphs (1) and (2) 
of the Ceylon agreement? 


Paragraph (3) of the’Ceylon agreement, which deals with an exchange of High Commissioners, 
‘covets such widely accepted Commonwealth practice that np formal pronunciamento on the subject 
sees necessary. 


Paragraph (4) on the other hand, especially its second sentence; contains an agreement which, 
it seems to me, should be placed on record in some manner and I shall be gratelul for your views 3 
how in the case of Ghana. this could best be achieved. 


There sems no practical need for 4 patie committment of United Kington support fot Ghana's 
application for membership of the United Nations, on the lines of paragraph (8) of the Ceylon 
‘green, but this might have some value ia public rlaions. If po objection ih een, thereon, 
‘what would be the appropriate form of statement? 


Perhaps the most substantial paragraph of the Ceylon Agreement is number (6), Tt is clearly 
desirable that this country on the attainment of independence should make clear to the world wher 
{tstands as regards the international rights and obligations previously enjoyed by the United Kingdom 
in respect of the Gold Coast 


1 imagine that this action need not necessarily take the form of a bilateral agroement; indeed 
‘unilateral deelaration by the Gold Coast would, as far as third parties are concerned, appear to be Just 
2s efbcacious. 
For the purpose of subvnitting the matter to Ministers we shall clearly have to acquire as precise 
«knowledge as possible of exactly what these rights and obligations amount to. 
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Subject. to. your views, there seams to, be no,alternative to asking the United. Kingdom Govern- 
tnent to supply a complete list of all extant treaties and international agreemedts which apply to the 
Gold Coast nda reference to the works in Which they are ta be found I 0 aot suppose we shall 
be able to lay bands on more than a small proportion of those works here, and perhaps a complete 
copy of the ‘Treaty Series is available If not we shall apparently have to ask for copies of the 

ements not held here to be supplied to us; fear that this may involve considerable labor. 

You will doubtless let me know whether this letter is suficient to pat if motion the machinery 
Which will produce a list of the agreements or whether a more formal request is considered necessary. 
should alo be glad to learn your views on the points raised earbiet fn this etter.

Without entering into the reasons why” the more 
extensive Agreement not considered af te in the case of Ghana, the fact that i covered the 
‘question of rights and obligations under international treaties could, no doubt, be used to good effect 
AS 0 precedent 

5. The cases of India and Pakistan are not quite cornparalle with that of the Gold Coast whee t 
attains independence: British India, which included ment of the territories of the present India. 
Pakistan ane Bitnina, was recognized generally by other States {rom 1919 as an international 
distinet from the United Kingdom. Similarly from 1947 British Burma was recognized as a inter. 
national pervon separate from India and distinct from the United Kingdom. British Todia from 1919, 
and British Burma trots its ioception in 1887 remained wnder the control of the United Kingdoes 
in the international field until they attaiued indepeodence and during that time the United Kingdom 
‘emained in a position to ensure that all international obligations in respect of those countries weer 
fulfilled. But whee the United Kingdom eeased to have that power the other States, having alteady 
Jooked to the local goveraments for the carrying at of thelr internation! obligations for a. long 
‘period of time, could hardly thereafter make clans agatiat the United Kingdocn.

Tux Mrerixc went on to consider the estimated cost of the Services’ contribution to’ the Gold 
Coast Independence Celebrations and the incidence of charge, The Admiralty needed no, special 
financial cover for their part in the celebrations as their ships were en route to Simonstown! They 
wished, however, for confirmation that local harbour, pilotage, etc, dues would be waived and borne 
by the Gold Coast Government as was usual in formal visits of this kind within the Commonwealth 
The Wat Office estimated that the total cost of their contribution, including 45,000 to £8,000 for the 
transport of the Band by the R.A-F., would not exceed £10,000, The Air Ministry estimated that their 
‘costs fde providing the four Valiants and their transport force woukd be in the order of £50,000. The 
Gold Coast Government bad expres their willingness to provide accommodation, mesg and 
entertainment for those taking part in the celebrations, free of charge. 

‘There was general agreement that the Gold Const Government could not be expected to pay 
£80,000 for the Service contributions to their Independence Celebrations. The War Office and the 
Air Ministry took the line that this expenditure was not a proper charge to Defence votes and the 
Colonial Ofhce would not agree to bear the charges on their votes. The Treasury reserved their position
